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These  references  were  collected  by  the  Instructor  during  his 
research  for  a  course.  They  comprise  far  more  reading  than  can  be 
covered  in  one  semester,  but  can  be  used  as  background  material  for 
semester  papers  or  references  after  graduation.  Although  it  is 
difficult  or  impossible  to  formulate  mutually  exclusive  categories, 
no  attempt  is  made  to  list  individual  references  under  each  of  the 
different  headings  to  which  they  may  apply. 

References  are  of  varying  quality,  but  the  average  is  high. 
They  illustrate  the  diversity  of  types  of  sources  and  also  the 
extent  to  xtfhich  certain  themes  are  repeated  again  and  again.  Some 
of  the  works  on  new  towns  are  superficial 3  others  illustrate  the 
importance  of  identifying  the  particular  purpose  of  writer  or 
sponsor.  Not  all  aspects  of  new  town  planning  and  development 
are  equally  represented  by  writing  on  the  subject  or  in  this 
bibliography.  Some  of  these  references  are  not  readily  available 
in  libraries,  but  are  relevant  to  the  subject,  unique,  especially 
illustrative,  or  otherwise  of  interest  to  the  Instructor.
